It All Camie Possibly From Strike

It is fearsd that
few, If any, of the remaining 109 are
now alive.

What caused the explosion has mot
yet been definitely ascertained. Many
of the miners were Ignorant forelgm-
ers and one of the mine shafts was al-
ways more or less guseous. IL Iy re-
portad In Fernle this svening that the
sxplosion msultad from the use, by &
careless [talian, of an open lamp. An-
other theory of the cause of the ex-
plosian Is that & miner struck a match
exploding the gas which was almest
always pregent in No. 2 shatt. The
{rue cause of the dinater will m
never be positively ascertained, for I®
fs doubtful If any man who knows witl
ever reach open air allye or be able te
tell the rale. The explosion took Place
In No. 2 shaft of the mine, being re-
peated In a f2w seconds in No. 3 with
which it was conpected. The twe
shafts in which the explosion omun-‘_
red are situnted on Coal Creek about
six miles from Fernie. No. ! has al=
ways been conaidered dangerous, be-
ing dry. dusty and gaseous.
